WASHINGTON.—The long-delayed bill to give a break 
on quarters allowance to families in substandard housing 
was due to get a hearing in the House of Representatives 


this week. 


Hearings were tentatively sched- 
uled to start on April 19 before 
the Durham subcommittee of the 
House Armed Service committee. 

The president’s recent message 
to Congress on career incentive 
legislation is one of the things that 
helped shake the bil! !ocse. In ask- 
ing Rep: Carl T. Durham (D,, N.C.) 
to gét his subcommittee to work 
on the bill, Armed Services com- 
mittee chairman Carl Vinson (D., 
Ga.) cited the President’s message 
on the importance of the measure. 

The President’s urging might 
also help get some action on an- 
other item of importance in the 
Defense Department’: scheme of 
things: the augmentation bill, This 
bill, which would allow a great 
many Reserve officers to integrate 
into the Regulars, particularly in 
the Army and Ai~ Force, had 
gotten only a lukewarm reception 
on the Hill. 

Chairman Vinson referred to it 
as the one important item left on 
the agenda of the subcommittee 
headed by Rep. Paul J. Kilday (D., 
Tex.). 

The substandard housing bill to 
be considered by the Durham sub- 
committee is HR 5731, introduced 
by Rep. Charles E. Bennett, who 
has been trying to get action on 
this and similar bills for the last 
three sessions of Congress. The bill 
would allow service families in sub- 
standard quarters run by the serv-

‘Overpay’ Bill 
Clears Hurdle 


WASHINGTON. — The services’ 
big “forgiveness” bill, which would 
relieve some 20,000 enlisted men 
from paying back over $6,000,000 
they were given in overpayment of 
reenlistment bonuses, was ap- 
proved by the House Armed Serv- 
ices committee last week. 

The bill, HR 8922, takes in those 
men who collected re-enlistment 
allowances after Oct. 1, 1949, re- 
enlisted after July 16, 1954, and 
collected a big bonus on the basis 
of a “first reenlistment.” The 
Comptroller General ruled the 
“allowance” should. have been 
counted as bonus and that the re-

WASHINGTON. — The military 
dependents médical care bill, which 
President Fisenhower recently key- 
noted as one of the major fringe 
benefits: needed to keep career 
people in service, was expected to 
be reported out by the Senate 
Armed Services committee late this 
week. 

While committee members 
weren’t talking, indications were 
that the group would make no 
major change in the bill as passed 
by the House. 

Meanwhile. the committee has re- 
ported to the Senate the physician- 
dentist pay bill. 

The House-passed bill was 
amended to provide the first in- 
crease in medic pay — from the 
present $100 a month to $150 — 
after two years service instead of 
three. This is designed to appeal 
to doctors about to leave service 
after completion of obligated serv- 
ices. 

The médicare bill (HR 9429) 
would set up a hospital care plan 
for wives and children of ‘service- 
men with the man paying only 
the first $25 of any hospital cost. 
There might also be coverage for 
other dependents, such as parents 
of dependents or dependents of de- 
eased or retired personnel, depend- 
ing on how much coverage the Sec- 
retary of Defense could get for his 
money — but coverage is only com- 
pulsory for wives and ¢hildren.

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Army Unveils New . 
Arctic ‘Sno-Train’. 


WASHINGTON —A giant cross-country vehicle capable 
of crossing deep snow fields and other rugged Arctic terrain 
_ without reliance on conventional sled runners or mechanical 
"treads has been developed by the Army. for Aretic transpor- 
tation, the Department of the Army announced last week. 


Constructed by R. G. LeTour- 





neau, Inc., of Longview, Tex., the 
174-foot long vehicle travels on 16 
_ of the largest tires in the world. 
These extremely low pressure, 
' tubeless tires are each four feet 
wide and 10 feet tall. The tires 
give a high degree of flotation, 
facilitating travel over deep snow 
and extremely soft soils. 
Designated “logistical cargo 
carrier,” but more familiarly re- 
ferred to as the “sno-train”, the 
equipment is. designed for use by 
the Transportation Corps in over- 
coming severe transportation con- 
ditions encountered above the Arc- 
tie circle and in similar isqlated 
regions. One of its basic missions 
will be to help develop military 


transportation potentials in strate-| Mich. 


gic areas of the frozen north. The 

Army is also studying its poten- 

tialities as an effective off-road 

transporter for travel over sand 

and marshy terrain. 
* * . 

THE PROTOTYPE snow-train 
consists of a control and power 
generating car and three powered 
cargo trailers. 

Each wheel on the “sno-train” 
has its own electric drive traction 
motor receiving power direct from 
diesel-driven generators in the 
power car. 

The power car is 40-feet long, 
14-feet. wide, and stands 13-feet, 
high. Cargo cars have 151-square 
feet and a payload capacity of 15 
tons on snow. 

One man operates the train from 
an electric console located in the 
front of the power car. Only the 
two front wheels of the train are 
steered by the operator. Succeeding 
cars: are steered by mechanical 
coupling devices so that they track 
automatically. 

Because Arctic expanses provide 
few visible landmarks, a _ trans- 
parent “bubble” is built into the 
roof of the control car for day- 
light observation’ and to facilitate 





celestial hevighee during the 


long Arctic nights. The control car 
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also has sleeping space for four je 


crew members.

OTHER FEATURES which | 


make the “Sno-Train” well suited 
for Arctic traver tnclude partial 
use of aluminum construction for 
lightness; ability to operate in sub- 
zero temperatures; pre - heating 
facilities for the 600-horsepower 
diesel engine; a 600-gallon fuel 
tank, and the inclusion of flood 
lights, winch and jib crane to aid 
cargo handling operations. 

The sno-train has been exten- 
sively tested this winter in deep 
snow under direction of the Trans- 
portation Reasearch and Develop- 
ment Command at its winter and 
spring testing site at Houghton, 


After completion and evaluation 
of the Houghton tests, the’ snow- 
train will be readied for shipment 
to the far north for extensive test- 
ing under actual Arctic conditions 
on the Greenland ice cap during the 
coming summer.

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Industry‘s Security Role 
Stressed in Holabird Talk 


FORT HOLABIRD, Md. — The 
security provided for the research, 
development, and production of 
classified contracts now in the 
hands of industry will be a de- 
termining factor in the success of 
the United States in world affairs 
and in any possible future con- 
flict, the deputy director of the 
Office of Naval Intelligence de 
clared here last week. 

Rear Adm. R. H. Rice spoke at 
a dinner for members of the sec: 
ond industrial security manage- 
ment course presented at the Army 
Intelligence School, Fort Hola- 
bird, for key security personne] 
from the nation’s industry. 

Maj. Gen. Boniface Campbell, 
commanding general of the Army 
Intelligence Center, and members 
of his staff were hosts at the din- 
ner. . 

Potential enemies of the United 
States have recognized the effec- 
tiveness of the nation’s Industrial 
security program and are attemp- 


ting to discredit personnel security 
measures and other plans designed 
to protect the nation’s secrets, Adm. 
Rice said. Because of this situ- 
ation, security personnel of in- 
dustry must be set apart — a ded- 
icated people responsible for safe- 
guarding classified information in 
the hands of industry. | 


THE AUDIENCE included ap- 
proximately 40 persons represen- 
ting defense plants throughout the 
nation who were at Holabird for 
the one-week course in industrial 
security procedures. 

The industrial security manage- 
ment course is a recent addition 
to the curriculum of the Army 
Intelligence School. First. of the 
courses, which are sponsored by 
the Department of Defense, was 
held in March.

Construction 


Over $27 Million Since 1949 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—Almost $27%5 million worth of military con- 
struction was completed at Fort Eustis between July, 1949,.and last 


October, an Army Transportation 
ported here this week. 

Camp Eustis was designated per- 
manent and renamed’ Fort Eustis 
in 1923. Many of the wooden build- 
ings constructed since then were 
designed for five years’ use; have 
geen more than 15 years’ service. 

As an intermediate measure, 16 
of the post’s wooden Army bar- 
racks are being renovated ‘to in- 
clude interior lining, asphalt tile 
floors: and an additional upstairs 
Jatrine at a cost .of. $308,000. The 
old forced hot-air heating system 
will be replaced by hot water heat, 
and a manual fire alarm system 
will be installed. 

A $75,647 branch post exchange 
building, latest in a long line of 
permanent construction which in 
the next decade will transform the 
Army Transportation Corps post, 
was. accepted .by officials of the 
command in February.. 

The néw PX, stationed so ds to 
serve one unit larger than an in- 
fantry regiment and several small- 
er organizations, will house a bar- 
ber shop, .a dry-cleaning shop, 
necessary offices and storerooms, 
and a large salesroom. 

One construction job about to 
_ be completed is at Fort Eustis’ 

Felker Heliport. There, a $100,000 
fire protection facility has been in- 
stalled to protect millions of dol- 
lars worth of Army aircraft. 
“The facility includes a deluge- 
type. sprinkler system, a large 
water storage tank, and a pumping 
station. The system is of a type 
recommended by the National Fire 
Protection Association for han- 
gars. 


” There’s a master construction 
plan to replace most temporary 
buildings on post, according to the 
Eustis spokesman. Troop housing 
and facilities nave top priority, he 
said. 

Four 263-man barracks are now 
being built at a cost of $1,772,203. 
Sixteen similar barracks are al- 
ready occupied in another area of 
the post. being built are four 
bachelor officers quarters planned 
for completion April 25.

Aubrey Menen is one of the fun- 
niest writers alive. His probing wit 
makes readers laugh at his stories 
and at themselves at the same.-time, 
for Menen constantly reminds us

The Abode of Love was a hand- 
some English estate in which a 
prominent clergyman ‘maintained 
a rather large harem of lovely 
women (and a few men)—during 
the Victorian era. The adventures 
the heroic clergyman- experienced 
before he could set up this harem 
make up the body of this smoothly- 
told story. . 

The funny thing about this novel 
is that most. of these outlandish 
events really happened. 

The clergyman founded his cult 
on a simple theme: “Sin must be 
pardoned in the conseience, ere it 
is subdued in the heart.” This was 
a dandy basis for a religious group, 
particularly because nobody knew 
what it meant: 

The gimmick used by the clergy- 
man to attract a harem (and to 
line his pockets) was to convince 

is followers that he had abol- 
is certain sins. This _ idea, 
coupled with the notion that who- 
ever believed in his. teachings 
would live forever, proved irre- 
sistible ‘to 60 grown-up men and 
women who gave him all their 
worldly goods anid moved into his 
abode of love. 

The main story line is funny; and 
so are the subsidiary stories of the 
minor characters. Of particular in- 
terest is the story of the British 
marine who was stranded on a de- 
serted island for two years. The 
marine describes, how he fashioned 
a wife out of wood and stone, later 
“killed” her when he created a 
younger and prettier girl friend 
named Lola. Then he tells’ what

Morison’s 
series on U. S. naval operations dur- 
ing War ll ~ 

He has gone to exhaustive lengths 
to- record practically every engage- 
ment waged against enemy - sub- 
marines -during - the dark years 
1943-45. 


Many of his*aecounts are as dry 
as formal reports. Others ring with 
excitement and drama. 

Such a description is that of the 
Borie, which met the U-405 during 
the pre-dawh hours of Nov. 1, 1943. 
Borie was a four-piper, launched in 
1920, which staged a.classic slug- 
fest which will be talked about 
wherever destroyer hands and sub- 
mariners gather. 

After preliminary exchanges 
of shellfire at close quarters, il- 
luminated by Borie’s 24-inch 
searchlight, the aged - tincan 
maneuvered te ram her surfaced 
adversary, and slip up on the 
sub’s foredeck, where. she re- 
mained tilted at 25-30 degrees for 
what Adm. Morison states was 
10 minutes. 

All hands aboard the Borie fired 
everything they could lay their 
hands on. 

Lt. Charles H. Hutchins, Borie’s 
shipper, eventually forced the 
U-boat to the surface with a bar- 
rage of perfectly patterned depth- 
charges, and the Germans sur- 
rendered, but not before they 
called attention to the destroyer 
by flares from their liferafts which 
were answered with’ another 
U-boat’s torpedo attempt. 

Borie, plates worn paper-thin 
through age, many years chipping 
and the ramming of the U-405, be- 
gan to settle: “ ...
